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THE POOR MAN'S TAXES. 


Cabinet members and Congressmen are talking en- 
ergetically about the apportionment of tax reduction 
among the various classes of incomes—the high sur- 
tax brackets, the $12,000, the $8000 and $4000 in- 
comes. But who is talking about a reduction of taxes 
for the $2000 and $1500 men and those of even lesser 
earnings ” 

The discussion, in fact, has begun, but-as yet is far 
from attracting general attention. Representative 

A. Oldfield of Arkansas, chairman of the National 
Democratic Congressional Committee, told Nebraska 
Democrats the other night that his party would ac- 
cept the Coolidge challenge onthe tariff and demand 
slashing reductions tn the cost of living. The term 
“legalized larceny” which the President applied to 
present income tax rates was turned by Oldfield 
against the administration's tariff law 

Though not regarding it as a matter of tax reduc 
tion, President Green of the American Federation of 
Labor, as already noted in these columns, has called 
upon the President and Congress for sweeping reduc 
tions in the textile schedules because New England 
mill operators, by reducing wages, have removed the 
only reason of the workers for supporting the tariff 

A report recently issued by the Department of 
Labor on the cost of living shows that wholesale 
have risen 6 3-4 per Gent over 


prices for July. 192s 
those of a vear ago. This rise ts not due to the tariff 
but to more normal! prices of farm products, stimu- 
lated by a shortage of world production. It shows, 
however, that the average of commodity prices, most 
of which are affected by the tariff, would have been 
higher the past few years had it not been for over- 
production of agricultural products. With fair prices 
to the farmer the only relief possible in the general
